In  Memory  of  John  S.  HittelL 

John  S.  Hitteli,  who  had  been  a  member  of 
this  Board  since  the  fourth  day  of  January,  1S94, 
died  on  the  eighth  day  of  March  of  the  present 
year.  Mr.  Hiltcll  came  to  California  in  the 
year  1849,  and  for  the  greater  part  of  his  life 
here  had  been  prominently  connected  with  news- 
paper and  literary  work.  He  wrote  and  pub- 
lished a  number  of  valuable  volumes,  and  was 
in  every  respect  a  worthy  and  important  member 
of  our  community.  His  zeal  and  i>ersistence  in 
searching  for  the  facts  of  the  case  in  hand  was 
perhaps  his  most  individual  characteristic.  This 
was  well  illustrated  in  his  researches  as  to  the 
time  of  Marshall's  discovery  of  gold  in  Cali- 
fornia, which  resulted  in  his  establishing  the 
true  date  beyond  all  peradventure,  thereby  cor- 
recting the  error  which  had  maintained  itself 
for  many  years.  He  probably  had  a  better 
general  knowledge  of  the  material  resources  and 
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of  the  geography  of  the  State  than  any  other 
person  within  her  borders. 

He  was  a  man  of  strong  and  earnest  convic- 
tions, and  never  hesitated,  when  he  thought  the 
occasion  demanded,  to  speak  out  loud  and  bold. 
The  arts  of  diplomacy  were  unknown  to  him ; 
he  must  be  direct  or  nothing.  He  was  a  college- 
bred  man  who  had  been  well  grounded  in  the 
classics ;  and  he  was,  besides,  a  fine  linguist, 
being  at  home,  outside  of  his  own  language,  in 
German,  French,  Spanish  and  Italian.  He  was 
an  omnivorous  reader,  being  widely  read  in  all 
the  branches  of  human  knowledge. 

As  a  member  of  this  Board  he  was  constant 
and  assiduous  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties, 
and  brought  to  that  discharge  all  the  resources 
of  his  high  capabilities. 

In  view  of  the  foregoing  this  Board  hereby 
expresses  its  sense  of  the  great  loss  it  has  sus- 
tained in  Mr.  Hittell's  death,  which  it  cannot 
but  feel,  however,  is  tempered  with  the  compen- 
sation that  his  memory  will  remain  with  us  as  a 
permanent  possession.

MR.  CARNEGIE'S  GIFT. 

The  generous  offer  of  Mr.  Carnegie  to  give 
$750,000  for  library  buildings  in  San  Francisco 
has  been  accepted  on  behalf  of  the  city  by  the 
Board  of  Supervisors.  One  of  the  conditions 
attached  to  the  offer  is  that  the  city  provide  sites 
for  the  main  and  branch  library  buildings.  The 
selection  of  the  sites  has  been  referred  to  a  com- 
mittee of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  acting  in 
conjunction  with  a  committee  of  the  Library 
Trustees.  These  committees  have  not  yet  re- 
ported. Below  is  the  ordinance  passed  by  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  accepting  the  gift. 

Bill  No.  425— Ordinance  No.  336. 

Accepting  the  Andrexv  Carnegie  gi/l  of  $7^0,000  to 
the  City  and  County  0/  San  Francisco  for  public 
libraiy  purposes. 

Whereas,  The  Board  of  Librarj-  Trustees  hav- 
ing declared  that  public  necessity  and  convenience 
required  library  buildings  for  the  use  of  the  Free 
Library  and  appointed  a  Building  Committee  in 
pursuance  thereto;  and. 

Whereas,  Subsequently,  Andrew  Carnegie 
made  gifts  of  library  buildings  to  the  cities  of  New 
York,  St.  Louis  and  Philadelphia,  cities  of  the  tirst 
class,  which  gratefully  accepted  them,  and  at  the 
same  time  he  declared  bis  intention  of  making  gifts 
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to  other  cities  for  the  same  laudable  purpose,  the 
Mayor  and  the  Building  Committee  of  the  Board  of 
Ifibrary  Trustees  wrote  to  Mr.  Carnegie  to  the  end 
that  he  might  also  consider  the  needs  of  the  city  of 
San  Francisco;  and, 

Whereas,  Mr.  Carnegie  did,  by  letter  dated  the 
2oth  day  of  June,  1901,  generously  offer  to  give  San 
Francisco  $750,000  for  a  central  Library  and  branch 
Library  buildings,  provided  the  city  agrees  to 
maintain  therein  libraries  at  a  cost  of  $75,000  a  year, 
and  to  provide  the  sites  therefor;  and. 

Whereas,  The  city  does  now  appropriate,  ap- 
proximately, the  same  amount  for  Library  purposes, 
owns  eligible  sites  and  is  in  a  position  to  acquire 
others;  and. 

Whereas,  The  Board  of  Free  Library  Trustees 
recommend  the  acceptance  of  the  gift; 

Therefore  be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco  as  follows: 

Section  i.  That  the  gift  of  Andrew  Carnegie 
be  and  the  same  is  hereby  accepted,  and  that  the 
thanks  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  be  and  are  hereby  ex- 
tended to  him;  and,  further,  that  the  example  set 
by  Mr.  Carnegie  in  distributing  his  vast  private 
fortune  to  great  public  purposes  and  at  the  same 
time  inducing  municipal  cooperation  in  channels 
which  might  otherwise  be  neglected,  should  serve 
as  an  example  to  other  citizens  and  meet  the  ap- 
proval and  encouragement  of  all. 

Sec.  2.  This  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be 
in  force  from  and  after  its  passage.

Change  of  Dates.

Card  Catalogue.

Those  who  desire  these  special  cards 
should  make  written  application  to  the  Secre- 
tary, stating  name  and  address,  which  should 
be  as  stated  in  the  application  on  which  the  reg- 
ular card  was  issued.
